Needless to say the Leop Asso- 
clation did not succeed In fore- 
ing any change of the routing of 
the “L’s,” bit some of the reasons 
they advanced for ite removal are 
of interest. 

The association's members found 
that pedestrians passing along any 
of the thoroughfares occupied by 
an elevated structure became con- 
scious of a certain sensation of 
gioom and oppression. Consequent- 
ly people avoided these thorough- 
fares to the detriment of busi- 
neases situated close to the struc- 
tures. 

NOISE FEATURES OUTLINED 

Noise results, principally from 
the following causes: 

Noise from the movement of 
trains over the track Lee gy by 
the passage of the whee over 
the rail joints. The rail joint has 
inherent weak features that no 
amount of ingenuity or skill has so 
far effectually remedied. On ac- 
count of expansion and contrac- 
tion, a certain amount of space 
must be left at the end of the 
rails, and a joint employed that 
will admit of movement to ac- 
commedate the varying length of 
rails under high and low tempere- 
ture. A detailed discussion of the 
joint reaction is not necessary, suf- 
fice it is to say that even when 
the bolts of the splice bare are 


kept reasonably well t htened up, 
there is more or less violent reac- 
tien and movement when the 


loaded wheel passes from one rail 
to the other, causing an unearthly 
ecreech. 

Noise produced by motor gears. 
This noise is quite pronounced and 
seems to be an inherent factor in 
gear operation. When the trains 
are operating on the “surface” the 
gear noise is the most noticeable 
of any resulting from the opere- 
tion of trains. The nolse is accen- 
tuated and made worse on account 
of the vibration being carried into 
the car body end there acting on 
the regonant and loose parts of 
the car, as well as being carried 
into the structure. 

Train brake exhausts. The noise 
resulting from the exhaust of the 
airbrakes on some of the trains 
operating on the structure is one 
that is very noticeabie. It is per- 
haps more noticeable for the rea- 
son that it is a nolse one hes not 
grown accustomed to, like that of 
the general rumble attending traf- 
fic movements.

Another investigation revealed 


that a great number of policemen 
were always on the sick list. It 
cut down the efficiency of the bu- 
reau because it took men off the 
streeta—where men were most 
needed. 

We organized a medical bureau, 
meking use of the services of the 
police surgeons who were already 
on the pay roll of the city. Offices 
were rented and a clinic installed. 
Policemen were regularly exam- 
ined, their allments diagnosed and 
medical attention given free to 
those who required it. Immedi- 
ately the sick list began to de- 
crease. Most of the success of this 
innovation wag due to the efforts 
and interest of Dr. Hubley R. 
Owen, chief police surgeon, a re- 
markable medical man, a loyal 
aide and a thorough gentleman. 


COMPLAINTS GROW 

The Mayor, however, gradually 
began to attempt to hamper po- 
lice work, not of his own volition, 
but because of the pressure of poll- 
ticians. 

Demotions, suspensions, and 
transfers of police officials and po- 
Heemen continued day by day. as 
police activity grew. After each 
batch of transfers or demotions he 
would mutter to me about com- 
plaints he had received from poll- 
ticlans. He never openly asked me 
to restore demoted men, but he in- 
dicated very plainly that he was 
getting tired of too much police 
activity because of the howls that 
it brought from the gang. 

On several occasions the Mayor 
directed the discharge of em- 
ployees of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, outside of the Bureau of 
Police, for no reason whatever ex- 
cept to make vacancies for ap- 
pointment of political favorites to 
please certain ward leaders. We 
were forced to comply with these 
orders as I had no agreement with 
the Mayor, except that he was not 
to interfere with the police. 

I wasn't satisfied with the work 
of the police, however. 

The activity appeared to be 
there, but the results weren’t up to 
the mark. 

Raids were renewed with great- 
er vigor. In the tenderloin, saloons 
were rather wel! smashed by police 
raiders equipped with axes. 

I ordered the police of the city 
to make at least 100 raids a day. 

There were some 1500 saloons in 
Philadeiphia. I knew. as 4!i4 ev- 
eryone else, that saloons could not 
exist unless they violated the dry 
laws. Yet, when we raided them. 
we could do nothing becaure of the 

tes and the courta. 


SOON CLOSE DOORS 
We decided, however, that if we 
raided these saloons often enough 


get tired out and would voluntar- 


ily close their doors. The raids 
were ordered, Saloons would be 
visited two and three times a week 
and sometimes that often in a day. 
Our theory was correct: several 
hundred salouns closed their docra. 
and these were the vilest of the 
places. 

The same thing was trus in dis- 
orderly houses We would raid 
them, arrest the proprietors and 
inmates, and then seo them 
released the next morning by a 
friendly magistrate. Ons place, 
one of the most notorious in the 
tenderloin. conducteqd by Minnie 
Cohen, was raided scores of times 
in my two years in Philadelphia. 
Nothing haprened to Minnie Cohen 
for a long time, but she had the 
effrontery to institute proceedings 
against the lieutenant of the dis- 
trict for breaking up her furniture 
and smashing in her windows in 
one raid. An up-State judge sub- 
stituting in Philadelphia, finally 
convicted her. 

Gambling houses likewise were 
raided and scores of inmates ar- 
rested, only to be freed immedi- 
ately. 

But there was a purpose behind 
the raids. The raids, despite the 
lack of proper punishment fer the 
offenders, were having a beneficial 
effect.

State, has discovered a new river 
and, following the example of 
Theodore Roosevelt, has named :t 
lost River.

Illinois Polls Largest Vote 
Given in “Off Year” 


Wet or Dry Test Scheduled 
for November Race 


Enough Senators Back Small 
to Prevent Ouster 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

CHICAGO, April 14.-—Col. Frank 
lL. Smith's plurality for the Re- 
publican nomination for United 
States Senator. ftom  Iilinois in 
Tuesday's primary will be approxi- 
mately 150,000, today’s returns in- 
dicate. He defeated United States 
Senator William B. McKinley both 
down State and in Chicago in the 
largest vote ever polled in an IJili- 


nois State primary in an “off 
year,” with over 1,000,000 votes 
cast 


With 755 of the 6053 precincts 
missing tonight, Smith had 604,- 
366 votes to McKinley's 460,982. 

Having gone through an intense 
fight on the World Court issue, 
Illinois is now in for a more spec- 
tacular battle over the wet-and- 
dry issues. Smith defeated Mc- 
Kinley ostensibly on the World 
Court Question. In election 
campaign he will battle another 
adversary—George E. Brennan, 
Democratic nominee—on the issue 
of modification or repeal of the 
Volstead law. 

Brennan ts an avowed wet. 
Smitn is a dry. In the primary 
campaign he had the indorsement 
of the Apti-Saloon League. So the 
stage is set for a real test of pub- 
lic sentiment in Ijlinois. National 


Jattention will be focused on TIili- 


nois until the result of the No- 
vember election is known, what at- 
titude the hundreds of thousands 
of wet independents and Republic- 
ants take will decide the winner be- 
tween Brennan and Smith. 


COURT FOES AID SMITH 

Opponents of the World Court. 
including Senators Borah, Ship- 
stead and Reed, came to Illinois to 
take part in the campaign for 
Smith and against McKinley. 
Farmers who were dissatisfied over 

the delays in the paseage of the 
agriculturd! relief legislation also 
were stirred to new activity. 

Another outstand'ng result of 
the primary election was the ap- 
parent victory of Gov. Len Small 
in retaining enough members in 
the State Senate to prevent his 
ouster by impeachment. The ene- 
mies of the Governor had planned 
to oust him on the ground that he 
is not eligible to the office of Gov- 
ernor because of court rul ngs that 
he had illegally retained interest 
on public moneys during his ad- 
ministration as State Treasurer. 
The straggling figures from the leg- 
islative districts showed losses and 
ga’ns for both the Governor and 
his enemies about evened up. 

The Governor neede only eight- 
fen votes in the Senate, one more 
than one-third of the fifty-six 
members. Unless there are un- 
foreseen upsets, the Governor has 
More than eighteen friends in the 
Senate and his board of strategy 
claims that he has thwarted the 
plans to oust him. 

Small, however, suffered an out- 
standing defeat when his nominee 
for State Treasurer, William J. 
Stratton, was defeated by Carrett 
De Forest Kinney of Peoria, for- 
mer chairman of the Republican 
State committee, Who won by 50,- 
000 votes.

“VANCOUVER (B. C.) April 14. 
Answering questions asked by L. J. 
Ladner Member of Parliament in 
the House at Ottawa relative to 
the seizure of the schooner Pes- 
cawha by a United States cutter, 
and pointing out the protection giv- 
'en British shipping on the Colum- 
bia River by the treaty of 1846, the 


government made the following 
reply: 


“While no communication in re- 
gard to this occurrence has reached 
the government for, or on behalf 
of the owners, master, crew or any 
one interested in the vessel, press 
reports regarding the case were, 
noted at the time of her seizure. 
and His Majesty's Ambassador at 
Washington was requested to make 


inquiries into the matter. 


“Bir Esme Howard has for- 
warded reports from His Majesty's 
Consul at Portland, in which it is 
stated that, the vessel with a cargo 
of liquor aboard bound for Mexi- 
‘can ports, was seized by the United 


States revenue cutter Algonquin on 


February 4, 1925, at a point some 


twenty miles off the coast of the 
State of Washington, between Fil- 
lapa and Gray's Harbor. The cap- 


tain and crew were brought to 
Portiand and lodged in jail, but no 
appeal was made for diplomatic 
intervention nor any attempt made 


by the prisoners to communicate 


with the British Consul. They 


were subsequently released on bond 
and were ultimately brought to 
trial before a jury at Portiand on 
February 26. A verdict of gullty 
was returned against them and 
the case was immediately appealed 
and the appeal is now pending. 
“As the reported locality of the 
seizure was in the open s@¢a at a4 
considerable distance from the 
mouth of the Columbia River, it 
is not understood how the rights 
of navigation in that river secured 
to British subjects could have been

The s0-called endless chain of silk stockings being put on 
the market by the Golden States Sales Corporation came to an 
abrupt end yesterday when Superior Judge Shaw handed down 
a decision in which he upheld a recently passed city ordinance 
requiring businesses conducted like the Golden States Sales 


Corporation to be licensed, as well as their clients. 


The Golden States Sales Corpora-‘ 


tien was the originator in Los An- 
geles of a novel plan for the sale 
of silk stockings. The proposition 
Driefiy was as follows: a woman 
purchaser made a deposit of $4 and 
received a contract with three cou- 
pons attached. Under the plan she 
Was supposed to sell the coupons 
to three acquaintances, receiving 
$1 from each friend. After having 
#0ld the three coupons, the origina) 
buyer would get $3 returned to 
her by the company and $10 worth 
of stockings, in other words, $10 
worth of stockings for $1. The 
Duyers of the coupons were of- 
fered the same contract, or the po- 
portunity to sell three more cou- 
pons and get the stockings for $1. 

A tew months ago the police en- 
deavored to stop the sales plan, but 
feund no ordinance under which 
to operate.

The wise use of land is one of the 
main foundations of sound national 
economy. It is the corner-stone of na- 
tional thrift. The waste or misuse of 
matural resources cuts away the 
groundwork on which national pros- 
perity is built. As a people and ag in- 
dividuais we must neither wastefully 
hoard nor wastefully exploit, but skill- 
fully employ and renew the resources 
that nature has entrusted to us. Amer- 
ica’s forest problem essentially is a 
problem involving the wise use of land 
that can and should produce crops of 
timber. .. . Forest fires; caused 
largely by human indifference or care- 
lessness, are the greatest single obsta- 
cle to reforestation and effective for- 
est management. 

In many logging camps on this coast 
operations are conducted in a most reck- 
lessly destructive manner. Often only 
large logs cut from the lower portions of 
the trunks are hauled to the mill, leaving 
much material in the way of branches and 
small logs that might be used for pulp or 
firewood to rot or be burned. Sawing often 
is wastefully done. Slabs are carried off 
be burned in piles to get them out of 
way, though they would make excel- 
t frewood. After the lumber has gone 
the builder or manufacturer and has 
sawed to his especial needs small 
lost and wasted.

The late miraculous and inestimably 
beneficial rainfall, the most copious the 
State of California has ever experienced 
in the month of April, bas naturally caused 
some loss and destruction, in a few indli- 
vidual instances of a serious description. 
Such disasters as may be attributed to our 
exceptionally heavy downpour make sen- 
sational reading and spectacular p.ctures. 
For this reason there is always a tena- 
ency to emphasize the detrimental fea- 
tures of the story at the expense of the 
blessings conferred, especially as reports 
of California's April “deluge” 
across the continent. The destruction is 
sudden, sharp and immediately visible. The 


moisture are unobtrusive, nonspectacular 
and in their effects spread over nearly a 
twelve-month of garnered riches. 

A rainfall of 7.43 inches crowded into 
four days after a month of upusually warm 
weather is certain to cause floods in the 
dry washes of a land with the general 
contour of California. At many spots in 
the mountains the storm brought more than 
double this seven-inch figure. Some bridges 
were swept away, some roads wefe ren- 
dered temporarily impassable, summer 
cabins built along the stream beds in some 
mountain canyons were destroyed and cer- 
tain low lands were flooded. * 


In addition to the flood damage two ez- 
traordinary fires must be attributed to our 
freak April storm. Lightning fired two 
tanks in ofl farms, one located near Ful- 


caused the tanks to explode, spread a gen- 
eral conflagration of the stored of] and 
brought about a heavy financial loss, though 
fully covered by insurance. 

California does not seek to hide the facts 
as to the loss from these oil fires nor as 
to the damage caused in isolated cases by 
sudden torrents turned loose in mountain 
canyons. Stories and pictures these 
spectacular occurrences will tly find a 
place in eastern newspapers. But Califor- 
nia has a right to demand that the whole 
truth of this glorious April rainfall be told 
and not only the small part of ft that deals 
with its disastrous features. These mis-

THE POTATO KING 


BY BAILEY MILLARD 

In the hot rush of events the 
death of George Shima, a Jape- 
nese farmer of California, did not 
attract the attention which it 
seems to me it deserved. Shima 
was well known as the potato 
king of California, but he was 
more than that—he was highly ed- 
ucated, a man with a good know!l- 
edge of literature, art and science 


A tew yearm ago I had long 


Berkeley home. |] had come to see 
a shrewd, closedealing business 
man end farmer. To my aston- 
ishment, what I saw was a poet. 
He told me that for years he had 
put in much of his spare time in 
the study of English and oriental 
verse. He had a collection of Chl 
nese poems, all of which were 
well thumbed and among which 
were several of his own compost- 
tion. He spoke good Bnglish and 
his writings In that language were 
not full of the weird Japanese 
ideas of our tongue. 

Then I remembered the story 
told me by a professor of English 
‘fo the Untversity of California. 
One day while strolling under the 
Berkeley oaks he saw a stout lit- 
tle Japanese sittiig on «& bench 
reading a book. “What have you 
there?” asked the professor. The 
Japanese handed him the book. It 
was a collection of Browning's 
poems. The man on the bench 
was Shima. “What he made of 
Browaing,” said the instructor to 
me, “passed my comprehension. 
There are @ lot of graduates from 
my Bnglish classes who Can't pen” 
etrate his obscurities.” :

There is nothing like poetry to 
give a man vision. Shima, who 
came to California in 1888 with & 
little band of Japanese laborers 
when he was 26 years of age, knew 
the poetry of his country and he 
applied his poetic vision to pota- 
toes. Getting held of a little land 
near Stockton be planted it to 
Burbank tubers and dug a goodly 
harvest. Next year he leased more 
land and it was not many years 
before he had an army of Japa 
nese working for him in @ 1000- 
acre id. In time his potato 
ranches spread until they covered 
over 10,000 acres, most of which 
were in the delta region of the 
San Joaguin Valley. He also ac 
quired large holdings in Oregon. 

From the first of Dis agricultural 
operations he studied scientific 


lar system of his own, which 
proved highly successful and was 
followed by all the potato growers 
‘of the San Joaquin. He knew how 
to handle the marketing end of 
his industry to perfection. When 
potatoes were selling low he stored 
them. When the price went up 
he sold. During thé war hundreds 
of carloads of “Shimas,.” as the 
commission men called them, com- 
manded fabulous prices in the mar- 
kets of Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Consumers complained bit- 
terly of their cost, but they had 
to pay tribute to Shima. He jus- 
tified himself on the ground of the 
supply-and-demand argument. 
I doo’t think that a white potato 
king would have done differently. 

In 1920 he was sald to control 
85 per cent of the California po 
tato crop, for by that time he sot 
only handled the product of his 
own lands, but those of many otb-/ 
er ranchers, white and Japanese.

Prospector Believed to Have 
Been Drowned 


Ignored Warning and Flood 
Partner Escaped, Surviving 
Days of Hardship 


A muéd-streaked, torrent-torn bit 
of canvas. remains of what once 
served as house and home for two 


veteran prospectors in their tittle 
camp on the San Gabriel River 
near Azusa, together with the 
warped débris of a cot on which 
John Sexton peacefully siepf re- 
sardiess of warning that danger 
threatened in the heavy rainstorms 
of a week ago, yesterday were 
found at a point four and one-half 
miles from the partners’ camp- 
site, 

The discovery of the cot and 
tent was made by Deputy Sheriffs 
Hanby and Hunter and Forest 
Ranger M. E. Newman of Glen- 
dora, after an all-day search along 
the river bed—stil] running high 
with water from the rainse—in an 
effort to locate the body of Sexton. 
or will resume their quest to- 
ay. 

Sexton is believed to have been 
drowned on the 6th inst.. when an 
avalanche of water swept over the 
camp where the missing man and 
his partner, John H. Johnson, had 
heedquarters for their prospecting 
enterprise. 

While the search for Sexton's 
body is being pushed, Johnson is 
at the General Hospital where, 
weakened by six days’ exposure to 
the rains without food or warmth. 
he is fighting to regain his 
strength. 

Johnson, according to the offi- 
cers, escaped death in the flood 
when he heeded warnings from 
Eaton, experience-taught in- 
habitant of mountain giens and 
canyons, that danger existed in 
the camp site on the river front. 
Sexton refused to take heed and 
remained in bed even when a 
menacing roar heralded the ap- 
proach of the wall of water.

TARIFF CHANGE REQUESTED 


Mexico-United States Conference Attacks 1922 Law 
and Urges Less Flexibility to Aid Trade — 


The Mexico-United States trade conference in session here for a 
week went on record at its concluding ¢ession yesterday as regarding 
the 1922 United States Tariff Act ag “a deterrant to business” because 
the law's flexible provisions make for unstable duties. The conference 
asks that due consideration be given to foreign and domestic interests 
before changing duties on which extensive commercial! relations de- 
pend. @international commercial relations 


The conference recommended that 
all agricultural commodities in- 
tended for primary agricultural de- 
velopment of Mexico be permitted 
by Mexico to enter that country 
free of duty. It recommended that 
the United States tariff classifica- 
tion of black-eye peas as beans be 
changed to pea claasification. 

Another action of the confer- 
ence provides for appointment of 
a committee to take up with the 
Federal Horticultural Board “the 


question of the future status of 


west coast (Mexico) importations” 
and for a committee to bring the 
attention of the Mexican and Unit- 
ed States government to the con- 
ference’s recommendation for an 
international plant and live-stock 
quarantine commission. 

The committees are to be ap- 
pointed by the Mexican National 
Chamber of Commerce and Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce. 

Baldomero A. Almada, assist- 
ant commercial attache to the Mex- 
ican Embassy in Washington, D. 
C., informed the conference that 
a nonpartisan movement for a re- 
vision and codification of Mexican 
commercial laws has been firmly 


founded and that much good to 


is expected to come from its re- 
sults. 

The trade conference resulted 
from a suggestion of Gen. Obre- 
gon and was held under auspices 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce. It included represen- 
tatives of Federal and State gov- 
ernments of Mexico, especially the 
west coast, and of the United 
States, California and Arizona. 

About twenty-five proroinent 
Mexicans were included inthe 
delegation from the sister Repub- 
lic. It was headed principally by 
Thomas R. Bours, representative 
of Gen. Obregon and of the Mexi- 
can National Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Jesus M. Tarriba, rep- 
resenting the Governor of Sinaloa. 
Clarence H. Matson of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
trade-extension division, presid 
over the conference. It was marke 
by many and repeated emphatic 
expressions of goodwill and  co- 
operation. 

The Mexican delegation gave a 
luncheon to other participants in 
the conference at the Alexandria 
at noon. Members of the delega- 
expressed themselves as high- 
ly gratified at the work of the 
conference.
